Claims 1-12 and 24-27 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: the claimed are directed toward a solid polymer electrolyte material of a 
copolymer comprising a repeating unit based on a fluoromonomer A which gives a polymer 
having an alicyclic structure in its main chain by radical polymerization, and a repeating unit 
based on a fluoromonomer B having the claimed formula (1). 

The prior art does not teach the claimed copolymer. Morgan teaches the monomers used 
to produce the claimed copolymer in parts of the patent, however, no part of Morgan shows the 
manufacture of a copolymer containing the specific monomers of the claimed invention. Morgan 
does not provide any motivation for choosing the specific monomers of the claimed invention to 
produce the claimed copolymer.
